Opposes Allegations. 

Ickes’ fight took the form of a 
strong offense against allegations of 
four private utilities that PWA, by 
financing 56 municipal projects with 
200,000,000, was seeking to drive 
them out of business illegally. 

The square-jawed cabinet member 
started his testimony with this dra- 
matic charge:

Secretary Urges Trade Bedy 
To Sponsor New Commer- 
cial Agreements. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—(P)— 
World wide equality of commercial 
treatment for all nations was urged 
today by Secretary Hull as the most 
effective means of restoring interna- 
tional trade. 

Addressing the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce on the occasion of 
Foreign Trade Week, the secretary of 
state called for an end to discrimina- 
tory trade practices in favor of the 
reciprocal most-favored-nation treat- 
ment principle which he is seeking to 
promote. 

Recalling the collapse of interna- 
tional trade during the past six years 
and the “protracted inability of gov- 
ernment to recreate the conditions in 
which it can recover.” Hull declared. 

Shrinkage of Trade. 
“The shrinkage of foreign trade has 


deprived of their means of livelihood | j;¢ 


millions of workers who, despite the 
efforts of their governments to create 
domestic prosperity in the midst of 
international stagnation, are still for 
the most part the objects of public 
assistance. 

“Increasingly, governments are 
tempted to find relief from pressure 
and distress at home by recourse to 
military adveritures abroad.” 

Summarizing this government’s ef-

The photograph above shows just 
one example of the havoc wrought by 
recklessness. This is ruin, not to 
property, buildings, homes and crop, 
such as has been witnessed this year 
over the country, but to human lives. 

Property can be replaced. Its loss 
can be repaired and after a short time 
the damage shows only on the account 
books. 

But with human life it is sadly 
different. 

Years after the swift hand of death 
sweeps down in a moment of careless- 
ness on someone's part, friends and 
loved ones feel that same indescrib- 
able grief and regret for the hapless 
victim.

LOWER WEED PRICES 


FORECAST IN REPORT 
ATHENS, Ga., May 19.—(4)—A 
bureau of agricultural economics re- 
port today forecast lower average to- 
bacco prices for the 1936-1937 season. 
The total supply for the season, said 
the bureau, probably will be more 
than 300,000,000 pounds above nor- 
mal. 
Georgia produced 70,000,000 pounds 
of flue-cured tobacco last year. 


A prospective upward trend in con- 
sumption of tobacco products and fhe 


possibility of increased exports were 


regarded by the bureau as unlikely 
to offset entirely the effects of mM- 
creased supplies. 

Based upon the general trend of 
stocks, manufactures and exports, the 
report said a carryover at the begin- 
ning of the 1936-37 season of approxi- 
mately 2,259,700,000 pounds (farm 
sales weight) is indicated. 

This represents an increase of about 
1.7 per cent over the carryover at the 
beginning of the 1935-36 season, 

“Statistical analyses indicate that 
the demand for tobacco products 1s 
relatively inelastic,” the bureau stated, 
“though there is a tendency to increase 
consumption somewhat with increased 
employment and pay rolls. Some in- 
crease in domestic consumption over 
the previous year may be expected, 
since employment and industrial in- 
comes are improving and population 
is increasing.” a 

The bureau is part of the United

“Whereas public resolution 7, Térd 
congress, approved May 20, 1933, pro- 
vides, in part: 

“*That May 22 of each year shall 
hereafter be designated and known as 
national Maritime Day, and the Presi- 
dent is authorized and requested an- 
nually to issue a proclamation call- 
ing upon the people of the United 
States to observe such national mari- 
time day by displaying the flag at 
their homes or other suitable places 
and government officials to display 
the flag on all government buildings 
on May 22 of each year.’ ”’ 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, president of the United 
States of America, do hereby Gall 
upon the people of the United States 
to observe May 22, 1936, as nation- 
al Maritime Day by displaying the 
flag at their homes or other suitable 
places, and to direct government of- 
ficials to display the flag on all gov- 
ernment buildings on that day.’” 


ARCHBISHOP BARRETO 


MEXICO CITY, May 19.—(UP)— 
Archbishop Pascual Diaz Barreto, 59, 
Roman Catholic primate of Mexico, 
died at 10 o’clock tonight after two 
weeks’ illness. 


The archbishop was born of humble 
Indian parents in the village of 
Zapopan in the state of Jalisco on 
June 22, 1876. He had been primate 
of Mexico since 1929. 


Young Pascual was a talented stu- 
dent in the local school, and from 
there was sent to the Franciscan Col- 
lege, where he learned how to play 
the organ. lJLater, when studying in 
the Jesuit colleges of Belgium, he per- 
fected his playing, and became one 
of the foremost organists of Mexico. 

Diaz was ordained in his native 
village, celebrating his first mass 
when 23 years old. Shortly there- 
after he was named auxiliary vicar 
there, being subsequently promoted to 
the post of professor of Latin and 
philosophy in the city of Guadalajara. 
His next post was as translator of 
the archbishopric of Chihuahua.

TALMADGE OPPOSES 
OLD AGE PENSION ACT 


Governor Tells Mercer Stu- 
dents Sunday Baseball Is 
‘Against Bible.’ 


By GLENN RAMSEY.

MACON, Ga., May 19.—(4)—Gov- 
ernor Talmadge voiced opposition to- 
night to old age pensions as a func- 
tion of government. : 

“It won't work,” Talmadge told 
members of the ministerial association 
of Mercer University gathered in the 
chapel on the campus to hear his 
brief address. 

“The Townsend plan, or any other 
form of pensioning for the aged is not 
feasible,” the Governor said; “because 
that part of life’s activities must come 
out of our pockets and is a duty of 
our churches. 

“It won’t work, my countrymen, be- 
cause it kills the ambition .of every 
young man and woman to set aside 
something to care for them in their 
old age. 

“It is up to the children to care 
for their parents when they reach 
the age when they are unable to do 
for themselves, and haven’t been able 
to accumulate sufficient of the boun- 
ties to support them. 


“It weakens the souls of men and 
women, when the initiative to do is 
taken away from them.” 


The Governor's speech indicated 
that old age pensions would be one 
of the prime issues in this year’s 
campaigning in Georgia. 

Already E. D. Rivers, an announced 
candidate for governor, has been a 
campaigner for pensions. He organ- 
ized such clubs throughout the state 
as will back the issue. 

Talmadge vetoed a constitutional 
ainendment passed by the 1935 legis- 
lature intended to put through Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's social security pro- 
gram. 

“My doctrine of government,” the’ 
Governor said, “is simple: Cut down, 
the cost and make government merely | 
the referee between the citizens. 

“Nine-tenths of government is red | 
tape and bluff.” | 

The Governor told the young! 
preachers that the country. had gotten | 
far away from the teachings of Chris-| 
tianity, and they had a bigger job | 
“than ever before’ to get the country | 
back to the Bible. 

Baseball games on Sunday are’ 
‘‘against the teachings of the Bible,” | 
Governor Talmadge told the students. | 

“When I was a boy back on my 
father’s farm near Forsyth,” Tal- 
madge said, “they used to paddle us 
if we played catch in the backyard. 

“Now we have Sunday baseball and 
Sunday movies up in that big city of 
Atlanta. 

“We've certainly gotten a long way 
from that Old Book.”

Sikorsky Says American 
Ships of 160 Tons To

“One justification for increasing old 
taxes or levying new,” Castellow de- 
clared, “is to, bring the government 
revenues nearer in line with expen- 
ditures. All must know that this is 
imperative, but could not the same 
result be accomplished by a reduction 
of expenditures, and would that not 
be the saner course to pursue? Let 
us not delude ourselves with the belief 
that by some magic power any govern- 
ment can give more than it takes. If 
the giving is done with caution the 
taking may be done with moderation 
and justice nearly. accorded to all.” 


“If corporations are detrimental to 
our economic life they should not be 
Mr. Castellow declared; 
“if they perform any useful service 
they should not be handicapped by 
unreasonable restrictions.” 

He said that while he entertained 
some misgivings as to the wisdom of 
the legislation proposed in the tax 
measure, he was hopeful that the bill 
would not be too disappointing when 
finally enacted.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—(4)— 
Predictions of congressional adjourn- 
ment ranging from the June 6 date set 
by the leaders to as late as July 4 
today were sounded in the wake of the 
supreme court’s invalidation of the 
Guffey coal control act. 

Senator Lewis, of Dlinois, the dem- 
ocratic whip, made the flat forecast 
that congress would still be in session 
on June 15 and possibly on July 4. 
Pointing to the court’s Guffey decision, 
Lewis said: 

“The adverse action of the eourts 
yesterday make it imperative that this 
congress stay on the job until it has 
given the country an outline of future 
legislation for the underprivileged.” 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
majority leader who last week an- 
nounced from the floor that the pres- 
ent session would end on June 6, to- 
day told reporters he did not believe 
it likely that adjournment would be 
delayed by attempts to write new leg- 
islation for the soft coal industry to 
replace the outlawed Guffey act. 
Speaker Byrns hinted he felt the 
Same way. 

President Roosevelt at his press con- 
ference did not finally commit him- 
self. While asserting that the New 
Deal would continue to seek to attain 
the aims of the Guffey act, he added 
at another point that he considered 
passage of only the tax and relief bills 
as imperative at this session. 

The chief executive said there were 
seven or eight bills he would like to 
see enacted but that none was consid- 
ered so necessary that adjournment 
need be delayed. 

One of the several score newspaper- 
men jammed in the President’s oval 
office asked whether congress could 
wind up his program before the open- 
ing of the political convention period, 
June 9. Mr. Roosevelt raised up in his 
chair, remarked that he could not see 
his questioner, and replied that in 
any event he was at the wrong end of 
Pennsylvania avenue to obtain an an- 
swer.

THREE NAVAL VESSELS 
DAMAGED OFT PANAMA 


U. S. Officers Decline To 
Comment on England’s 
Request. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—P)— 
Lifting the screen of secrecy behind 
which fleet maneuvers were conduct- 
ed off Panama, the navy department 
announced today three of its sea fight- 
ers had been damaged during the war 
games.

Answering questions inspired by 
the coincidence of the trouble on two 
battleships, nayy department official- 
ly asserted that there was not even 
a suspicion of sabotage involved. 

The engine difficulty, officers said, 
disabled the battleships only to the 
extent of making it impossible for 
them to maintain full speed for the 
maneuvers. 


Navy officers today had no com- 
ment on official announcement . in 
London that Great Britain had re 
quested permission to retain 40,000 
tons of destroyers (about 25 ships) 
in excess of the 1930 London treaty 
limites. 

The British foreign office made the 
request to this government and Japan 
as signatory nations, 

The State Department has an- 
nounced that it has referred the Brit- 
ish request to the Navy Department. 

The Navy Department announced 
that it was prepared to scrap a num- 
ber of over age destroyers—as Called 
for by the treaty—before the end of 
the year. 

Bids have been asked for the old 
destroyers Caldwell, Wadsworth, 
Nicholson and Cushing at the Phila- 
delphiad naval yard, to be sold for 
scrap.

‘War Baby’ Class Will Join

FRENCH WAR MINISTER 
‘CALLS FOR MORE MEN 


Colors During 
October. 


PARIS, May 19.—(4)—The. war 
ministry, acting to keep the strength 
of the French army up to normal, 
invoked the “war baby” law tonight 
calling an extra two-month class of 
conscripts into military service in 


By the order, the entire class of 
1985 will be increased by inclusion 
of all men born between January 1 
and February 29, 1916, extending the 
conscription over a 14-month period 
rather than the usual 12 months. 


The order was published in the offi- 
cial journal. 

Military circles said the two years’ 
service requirément would counteract 
the small classes of World War years 
and, plus the extra two months called, 
would “a little more than make up” 
any shrinkage in .the classes. 

One of the tasks of the class. going 
into service in October will be to re- 
lieve conscripts who have already had 
one year of training to permit them 
to be sent®to the frontier regions to 
back up regular troops in the “Magi- 
not line” of border fortifications. 

In addition to the regular class 
and the extras, all others who have 
previously been excused for profes- 
sional or health reasons have been 
ordered into service. = i 

The “war baby” law, whose princi- 
pal purpose is to regulate the de- 
ficiency in class numbers during the 
war years, established the two-year 
service period in addition to the pro- 
vision for calling an extra two-month 
class to the camps. The service maxi- 
mum runs until October, 1940. 

The number of men affected by the 
ministry’s order tonight was not dis- 
closed because of the government's 
policy of keeping such figures secret. 

Yesterday the government decided to 
cancel this year’s war games along 
the eastern frontier to keep forces 
now on duty in the border fortifica- 
tions at their posts.

NEPTUNE WINS AGAIN 

The abandonment of the famous 
Cape Hatteras lighthouse ends a 
fruitless contest by man against the 
encroachments of the mighty At- 
lantic upon the shores of this cape 
off the North Carolina coast. 

Once before man was forced to 
admit defeat at this spot before the 
powers of nature, the first: light- 
house, erected in 1798, having to 
be abandoned 72 years later. Al- 
though the structure was built two 
miles from the shore, it required 
less than three-fourths of a century 
for the relentless pounding of the 
waves to bring them to the foot of 
the lighthouse. : 

The tower that has just been 
abandoned was built only a mile in- 
land and the sea has reached its 
foundations despite every ingenuity 
of man, whose efforts served only 
to slow up the steady encroachment 
of the ocean upon what was, 135 
years ago, high and dry land more 
than three miles from the surf.

In general, the word “trepha” means 
any forbidden or unfit food. 

“Kosher” means “ritually clean” or 
“proper for food” in accordance with 
the Dietary Laws. 

It does not necessarily mean that 
any other kind of meat is not clean 
in the usual sense of that term, but 
it means (1) that the animal is one 
designated in the Pentateuch as a 
“clean animal’ or one permitted to 
be eaten, (2) that the animal has 
been properly examined and slaugh- 
tered in accordance with the rules set 
forth on that subject and (3) that 
the animal is not “trepha.”

A majority of the court easily made up its mind that the labor pro- 
visions of the coal act were unconstitutional.

But when it came down to the price-fixing provision, the majority 
became a minority. That is, six members of the court or more might 
have held that provision constitutional if it were the only point at issue. 

A decision along those two lines would have made an extra-fine legal 
mix-up. It would have permitted the coal operators to, get away with 
price-fixing while the union would have been denied its half of the code 
aw namely, more wages and shorter hours. No one wanted to do 
that. , 

The wonder of it all is that only 67 days were required in the search 
for words which would enable five justices to sign the same majority 


opinion. 


AUTHORS The way it worked out, they say, is that Justice Suther- 
land was designated first to write a majority opinion. He 
enabled price-fixing justices to sign his opinion by disposing of that 
issue ‘‘without coming to the question of its constitutionality.” That is, 
he enabled all except one, Chief Justice Hughes. Mr. Hughes insisted 
on writing a separate opinion upholding the marketing agreements.

There was no elaboration of -the 
bureau's action in releasing the Geor- 
gia funds, which have been held up 
ever since the Talmadge ouster. of 
Hamilton and Harrison was challeng- 
el. Recently MacDonald wrote Chair- 
man Wilburn. that the bureau could 
make no move toward resuming the 
suspended. payments until.the courts 
had rendered. an opinion. elarifying 
the issues raised. 

Chairman Wilburn said that he had 
been advised that C. N, Snead, of 
Mentgomery, the federal district high- 
Way engineer, was ready to approve 
approximately $1,100, worth of 
federal contracts, which he has been 
holding. These include the construc- 
tion of the new North Side drive un- 
der pass and other paving, grading 
und bridge projects of interest to At- 
lanta. 

To Advertise New Bids. 

The board chairman added that if 
possible the department would adver- 
tise an additional $1,000,000 worth of 
- projects this week and $500,000 worth 
of state projects for letting on June 
4 or 5, but that if.the specifications 
could not be advertised this week they 
would go out next week and the let- 
ting would be held’ wot later than 
June 12. 

“We are going to have about $500,- 
000 worth of state projects in this let- 
ting. in addition to the $1,000,000 
worth of federal road work,” Chair- 
man Wilburn said. “It is the hope 
of the board to have a minimum of 
$1,000,000 worth of work let monthly 
for the balance of the year.” 

The chairman said that the list of 
projects would be made public as fast 
as they are approved by District Engi- 
neer Snead. 

“While this money had been held 
up the Highway Department has been 
extremely busy,” Wilburn said. “Our 
engineers have plans drawn for prac- 
tically all of the work to be done 
this summer and the rest of our force 
has been obtaining necessary rights- 
of-way. We can see nothing now 
which will keep us from putting on 
the biggest highway program this 
state has ever seen.” 

Grade Crossing Elimination. 

Wilburn revealed that there will be 
a number of grade crossing projects 
included in the program. 

“The new North Side drive under- 
ass is something Atlanta has needed 
or a long time but it is only the 
first of a Bn number of grade cross- 
ing eliminations,” Wilburn said. “The 
board feels that there are many un- 
safe crossings in the state and we hope 
to eliminate them al! in time. f 
course, such a program will take 
years, but we are going to start now. 
We feel that it is just as necssary 
te insure safety as it is to have 
roads.” 

Governor Talmadge had no comment 
to make on the release of the federal 
money other than “good.” 

The present marks the third time 
during the Talmadge administration 
when Georgia highway allotments 
have been withheld by the roads bu- 
reau because’ of tactics disapproved by 
the bureau.

America’s formal notification a debt 
payment is due June 15. 

| While the semi-annual notices have 
been answered recently by a mere 
acknowledgement of the receipt of 
such notes, Herriot’s supporters said it 
would be difficult for him to pursue 
such a course in view of his attitude 
that France should clear up her debt 
problem with the United States. 

On the other hand, these sources as- 
serted the debt issue is dangerous po- 
litically in France and anything more 
than a perfunctory acknowledgement 
might embarrass the government. 

The former premier, who was 
forced from that office in 1982 by his 
insistence upon payment of war debts, 
assailed France's refusal to accept the 
“friendly offers’ of President Roose- 
velt on the question. 

Blum’s speech, wrote Herriot, cor- 
responds “to the sentiment which I 
transformed into action and which 
ended in the 1982 disgrace” (when 
France defaulted.) 

“At that time, when European dif- 
ficulties loomed large, the United 
States was slowly coming closer to 
us and the League of Nations in a 
common effort in favor of peace. 

“I can reiterate the chagrin I felt 
when France turned a deaf ear to the 
generous proposal, the friendly offers 
of President Roosevelt (who took of- 
fice in March, 1983). He showed him- 
self so conciliating. It -was a terrible 
blow to world peace not to have taken 
| advantage of that moment. 
| “Will Blum succeed in making the 
misunderstanding disappear? He has 
told us he is counting on an economic 
transformation, on a lowering of eco- 
nomic barriers, on a betterment of 
foreign exchange. He counts on a 
renewal of European, and eventually 


| |world solidarity, founded on respect 


for international engagements. 

“The new treaty should be a prel- 
ude to re-establishment of friendship 
between the two countries. I wish 
to express the hope that this 
treaty causes a decisive understand- 
ing between the two great democra- 


cies, both pledged to the ideals of lib-

-Mindful of the dramatic press con- 
ference which followed the invalida- 
tion of the NRA almost a year ago, 
in which Mr. Roosevelt brought out 
his now famous “horse and buggy” 
statement and hinted at a possible 
change in the constitution to give 
congress more authority over indus- 
try and labor, correspondents flocked 
to today’s White House press confer- 
ence. 

“Have you anything to say about 
the Guffey decision?’ was the first 
question asked of him. 

The President smiled, flicked a cig- 
aret ash from his coat and charar- 
terized the outlawed act as a measure 
intended to rectify a difficult situa- 
tion in a major industry. Both em- 
ployers and miners had reached an 
agreement, he continued, on a gen- 
eral method of improving conditions 
in the industry. 

The Guffey bill represented: an ef- 
fort to obtain legislation which would 
carry these objectives into effect, he 
said, but added that this particular 
legislation apparently was not sure- 
cessful. Then came his statement 
that his administration would keep on 
trying to reach those objectives. 

Only Two “Must” Bills. 

He said the three opinions handed 
down By members of the court would 
preve informative and educational and 
show that there remained.a differ- 
ence of current interpretation among 
the federal judiciary. 

The President declined to say 
whether new legislation would be 
pressed by him at this session. Lead- 
ers of both houses are bending every 
effort toward adjournment by June 6.

connected with the labor provisions. 
It reserved judgment on their fate if 
presented independently. 

Four of the court’s nine members, 
however, contended that the price-fix- 
ing provisions not only were a valid 


exercise of the authority of congress 
to regulate interstate commerce, but 
expressed the opinion they could have 
been left untouched by the decision.

Unofficial intimations generally 
were that under consideration was a 
plan for re-enacting the price-fixing 
provisions and retaining the coal com- 
mission to oversee their administfa- 
tion.

That tribunal, split- 
ting three to two, criticized the 1935 
act as providing too great a delega- 
tion of power to the President to 
spend the $4,800,000,000 appropriated 
under it. 

Time Is Major Factor. 


A supreme court test of the relief 
act, or of the specific case on which 
the court of appeals ruled was impos- 
sible, it was generally agreed, would 
come before the fall session of the 
court. By that time the appropri- 
ations under the 19385 act would be 
so mearly exhausted, some suggested, 
as to make a declaration of uncon- 
stitutionality ineffective for all prac- 
tical purposes. Thus; few expected 
any amendment of the 1985 act. 

At the same time, second day read- 
ing of the Guffey decision found many 
observers impressed with the emphasis 
of the court majority in asserting that 
the general welfare clatse of the con- 
stitution gives congress no powers of 
legislation not otherwise specifically 
delegated to it by the fundamental

Grant, 26 years old, first became 
southern champion in I927 and held 
the title until 1930.

He defeated Budge last year 
in going to the semi-finals. 


The Atlanta midget has gained 
seven pounds since last year when 
he rose to No. 3 in United States ten- 
nis rankings, but still weighs only 
128. His specialty is wearing the 
other fellow down. He concentrates 
on just getting the ball back over the 
net and has an extremely “soft” serv- 
ice, his main fault in comparison 
with the usual American cannon-ball 
serve.

Prison Board, for Third and 
Last Time, Says Pair 


Must Die. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 19.—(#) 
The state supreme court refused today 
for the third and final time to recom- 
mend clemency for Joe Kristy and 
Alexander Mackay, sentenced to die 
for the kidnaping and robbery of pris- 
on board members in an escape at- 
tempt in January, 1935. 

The two men have twice escaped 
the gallows by reprieves, the last one 
only 40 minutes before the scheduled 
time for their hanging. The last re- 
prieve expires this Friday, the third 
hanging date fixed. 

The court declined to recommend 
extension of clemency by Governor 
Frank F. Merriman some time ago. 
It then denied a petition for rehearing, 
refused to consider a writ of coram 
nobis, and today denfed another re- 
quest for “reconsideration” of _ its 
previous decision. 

Signed statements of five jurors who 
convicted the two men, and by nega- 
tive action specified the death penalty, 
were introduced in the last attempt, 
announcing the jurors now believed 
the men’s sentences should be com- 
muted to life imprisonment.

HIPS ARE UNFLATTERING TO 


ANY WEIGHT. 

You can have hips without heft. 
Regardless of weight, every type fig- 
ure has its hip problem. There is 
the little girl 
with big hips... 
the willowy girl 
with billowy hips 
. . . the normal 
weight with over- 
weight hips ... 
and the  over- 
weight with hips! 

Let’s start with 
the problem of 
normal weight. 

With normal 
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weight, whatever 
your figure fault, § 
don’t make the 
mistake of diet- ; 
ing. If you go 
about it in the 
right way, you 

can alter hips DA JEAN KAIN. 
without reducing your weight. Calorie 
curtailment is the wrong technique 
for a problem that is not caused by 
excess calories. In this type figure, 
lack of exercise is responsible for the 
disproportionate measurement. You 
could diet until hips were your only 
curve, without benefit to your figure, 
health or disposition. There is no 
way out of exercise for you. Redis- 
tribute your weight with the correc- 
tive gymnastics described in the leaf- 
let, “‘Hips, Hips, Away.” 

The little underweights and the tall 
slim girls with prominent hips must 
add calories to their usual intake so 
that hip exercises will not affect their 
weight. The disproportionate under- 
weights may have a bigger hip prob- 


lem than the overweights. While cal- 
ories are added to bring the weight 
up to normal, exercise for the hips 
will assure streamlines. 

In all types of subnormal weight, 
both the health and the figure im- 
prove through the addition of calories 
to the daily menu. For beauty’s sake, 
these calories should be taken in the 
form of whole milk, whole grains, fresh 
fruits and vegetables. If directed by 
specific exercise, the desired pounds 
and curves will distribute themselves 
to the best advantage of your fig- 
ure. 

When hips and overweight occur in 
the same figure, then it is time to 
diet. Bringing weight to normal ean 
only be accomplished through calorie 
control. Singlehanded dieting will 
not affect the hips in any case and 
the overweight must intensify her ex- 
ercise to remove most,.of the weight 


from the hips. General overweights 
comprise the only group that should 


reduce by diet, whereas all types must 
exercise. 

The following exercise, the side scis- 
sors, is valuable for remodeling hips, 
whatever your type, and is the one 
that leaders in corrective gymnastics 
swear by. 

Position: Lying on side, head rest- 
ing on outstretched arm, other arm 
braced against floor at chest level. 

Movement: Using a scissors action, 
swing one leg forcefully backward and 
the other forward, keeping the leg 
muscles tensed and -toes pointed. Swing 
10 or so times. Relax. 
side and repeat. Change sides, swidg- 
ing 40 times in all. 

This exercise is among those illus- 
trated in the leaflet, “Hips, Hips,

will do a certain amount of sweating 
on a muggy day. Here spoke the scien- 
tist of the group, “It’s the condensa- 
tion of the moisture in the warm air 
that strikes the cold containers that 
does it.” “But boy, can’t it wreck the 
finish? Does any one know a way 
to remove water marks?” 

The scientist was ready with her 
answers. “If the spot is caught in 
time, a brisk rubbing with the finger 
will remove the cloudy gray spot. But 
for long time marks try wringing a 


cloth out of hot water. Have it al- 
most dry. Put a few drops of house- 


hold ammonia on it. and then rub the 
spot lightly and quickly. Follow this 
at once with a soft oiled cloth. Then 
rub the entire wood surface with oil 
and keep on rubbing until it has 
been worked in. 

For alcohol, mix lemon oil and rot- 
tenstone to a smooth paste, rub it on 
the spot, im circles, keeping plenty of 
oil in the mixture. With a soft cloth 
wipe up the surplus. Then rub with 
oil. Keep on rubbing until oil has 
been absorbed. You may have to add 
a coat of varnish if the glossy finish 
of the surface has been destroyed. 
Then, rub after the varish has dried 
with rottenstone and oil. Do this rub- 
bing in straight lines on the wood.

Witthaus, on being offered the lungs, 
stated, “They are of no use to me.” 
After Professor Witthaus had taken 
the viscera, all the other remains were 
cremated. According to the testimony 
of Robert Aurich, the attendant at the 
morgue, a physician connected with 
the prosecution had remarked: “I wish 
I knew more of microscopy. Then I 
could make a pot of money out of 
the Rice case.” 
No Signs of Poison. 

After his examination Professor 
Witthaus reported an absence of poi- 
son in the viscera and a few days 
later tLe story of Jones was changed. 
He now swore that Patrick had not 
poisoned Rice but had smothered the 
old man with a pillow, but when cross- 
examined the valet again changed his 
story, stating this time that he had, 
at Patrick’s instigation, placed over 
the face of the sleeping Rice a towel 
containing a sponge saturated with 
chloroform. 

Patrick was brought to trial for the 
murder. Coroner’s Physician Donnelly 
and Dr. Hamilton K. Williams, who 
had assisted with the autopsy, went on 
the stand and swore that only the 
vapor of chloroform could have pro- 
duced the effects noted in the lungs 
They were backed by the testimony of 
two other physicians, but were con- 
tradicted by that of a dozen medical 
men, 

Received Death Sentence. 

Patrick was sentenced to death. 
Four and a half years he languished 
in the death house at Sing Sing, and 
17 times during this terrible period he 
saw fellow convicts pass the grating 
of his cell to enter the death chamber. 
At the time of Rice's death the young 
lawyer had been engaged to a woman 
whose confidence in his innocence in- 
duced her to marry him in the Tombs 
prison after he had been sentenced 
Thenceforward his devoted wife waged 
an untiring battle for his freedom 
Like a veteran criminal lawyer, she 
sifted all of the evidence and present- 
ed the facts to specialists. One of 
these, Dr. William Smith, of Kirks- 
ville, Mo., a stranger, who had not 
known Patrick, volunteered to help 
her and circulated in Patrick’s behalf 
a petition which was signed by 250,- 
000 persons. 

. Pardoned. 

Mrs. Patrick charged that $2,000,- 
000 of the fund left by Rice for the 
founding of the negro institution in 
Texas had been spent in the endeavor 
to send her husband to the electric 
chair. As the result of her fight. 
Patrick’s sentence was commuted to 
life imprisonment on December 20, 
1906, and six years later he was par- 
doned by Governor Dix, of New York 

Valet Jones mysteriously disap- 
peared and remained in hiding for 
three years after the commutation of 
Patrick’s sentence. After his return he 
was quoted as intimating that Rice's 
Texas heirs had provided for him
